Juggling that have characterized the 
var'ous statements in regard to the 
atreet railway, it naturally rakes the 
student suspicious. 

When Rate Changed 


“To begin with the change in rates | 
on the street railway were only ob- 
tained from the council to go into| 
effect either the 1st of September or 
the 1st of October, 1920, 60 that the 
large deficit in 1920 was created in 
the early part of the year before the 
rates were made sufficiently high to 
meet the increased charges of opera- 
tion. This is the first big item about 
which so little has been said by the 
city publicity agents, 

“That increase was not enough, 
however. We see it heralded in the 
press that the street railway is going 
to pay $17,000 less for electricity at 
the power house. This is simply a 
question of bookkeeping. If the 


‘anadian | street railway has its deficit reduced 
for! by $17,000, 


the power house has ite 
surplus reduced by $17,000, 

“Another more fantastic juggling! 
{of the street railway expenses is the! 
action of the commissioners in wip-| 
ing out the accumulated § deficite; 
which amount to approximately 
$500,000. These deficits, or rather | 
the interest on them, has been a con- 
stant charge on the department, and 
amount to $2,500 a month, so that

Due to the d‘Moulties experienced 
by the Huason's Bay company rctio 
vesscl, “‘Ludy Kindersley” in getting 
through the northern ice barrier, it 
is possib: that in future all freight 
Cor the fa. north may be routed via 
Edmonton and the Mackensie river 
syatem. 

This year the “Iady Kindersley" 
cnly got as far as Hereche) Island, at 
the mout): of the Mackensie river, 
where her thousand tons of cargo 
vas discharged. The captain of the 
vesse! was hard put to it to get even 
as far a “Iersche!, and at one time it 
appeared as if the vessel would be 
“orcead to remain there for another 
year. 

Due to the ice conditions in the 
Arctic, the freight for the various 
B. C. posts eastward of the mouth of 
the Mackenzle river could not be de- 
livered, and as @ consequence the fur 
business will suffer as the traders will 
have no go0odg to barter with the na- 
tives. In addition the men who man 
the posts as well as the misstonaries 
and other whites. will in all probabil- 
ity be short of food stuffs. 

The sea route from Vancouver via 
the Alaska coast is at the best ex- 
tremely uncertain, whereas were the 
trade goods for the Arctic posts @o 
go via Edmonton they would be cer- 
tain to wrrive at their destination.

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| Monday Forenoon Holiday | 
J ——_—__—_—————_ ¢ 

The weekly half holiday is a 
desirable feature of modern in- 
dustrial life. It has become in 
measure a fixed institution. Satur- 
day afternoon is the half holiday 
generally agreed upon, so far as 
urban industrial and clerical em- 
ployment is concerned. These 
classes of employment comprise 
the greater number of urban em- 
ployees; but not all. A very im- 
portant part of the working force 
of any city are the sales clerks 
employed in retail stores. The dif- 
ficulty of fitting their right to a 
weekly half holiday into the 
scheme of things in this commer- 
cial city is claiming a large share 
of public attention at the present 
time. 

Modern society is a complex or- 
ganization. It is maintained by 
the interchange of useful service. 
Each member has to take a certain 
part, in order that there may be 
proper service to all. As the serv- 
ice rendered by each section of the 
community varies in kind and 
sharacter so it varies in time and 
circumstance. It is not. possible 
that all shall work and all shall 
rest at the same stated time. Sun- 
day is set apart as a day of rest. 
But cooks must work on Sunday 
or people could not eat. Trainmen 
must work on Sunday or the rail- 
ways could not be run efficiently 
and to the benefit of the public. 
In the case of the weekly half holi- 
day, while Saturday afternoon 
suits the majority, if the minority 
also demand it, it loses a large 
part of its value to the majority. 

As a matter of argument there 
is no reason why the sales clerk 
should not have a Saturday half 
holiday, as well as the desk clerk 
or the artizan. But as a matter of 
fact if the sales clerk is not ready 
to serve the desk clerk or the art- 
izan on Saturday afternoon the 
value of the holiday to the latter 
may be largely lost. This is one of 
the cases in which the demand for 
interchange of service tends 
against the sales clerk enjoying 
the Saturday half holiday as his 
fellow employes at the desk are 
able to. i 

At the same time it must be 
acknowledged thta the sales clerk 
is entitled as a matter of personal 
right to a weekly half holiday the 
same as any other employee. If 
conditions or circumstances make 
it difficult or undesirable that he 
should take his half holiday on 
Saturday afternoon the question 
naturally arises, what is the next 
-best thing to be done? Wednes- 
day afternoon is accepted as a sub- 
stitute in some cities and under 
some circumstances. But there are 
certain difficulties and disadvant- 
ages associated with a Wednesday 
afternoon holiday rom the stand- 
point of both employer and em- 
ployee that need not be enumer- 
ated here. ; 

It is a number of years since the 
Dominion Government, on repre- 
sentations from the Commercial 
‘Travellers’ association, adopted 
the policy of fixing every specially 
proclaimed holiday ap Monday. 
The purpose was the same as that 
of fixing the half holiday on 
daturday ; namely to lengthen the 
week-end holiday period, and at 
the same time avoid breaking into 
the business week. During the 
vears that have lapsed since the 
Monday holiday was adopted 
there has been increasing satisfac- 
tion with the idea, and no sugges- 
tion of a change. If it is a good 
thing to lengthen the week-end 
holiday and avoid breaking into 
the business week by fixing the 
whole-day holiday on Monday, 
why would it not be an equally 
good thing to give the sales clerks 
their half holiday on Monday fore- 
noon instead of on Saturday or 
Wednesday afternoon, thereby 


giving them the same length of We are on the eve of selecting 


week-end holiday as other workers 
who have the Saturday half hoii- 
day, and at the same time avoiding 
a break into the business week? 
Unless the sales clerk works on 
Saturday afternoon that holiday 
is not much use to his fellow work- 
ers. On Monday forenoon his 
services are in least demand. If 
retail stores did not open until 
Monday afternoon there would be 
less disarrangement of the com- 
mercial business of the city than if 
they were closed on any other 
half-day of the week. City people 
purchasing on Saturday could 
easily stock up sufficiently to last 
them until past noon on Monday. 
Local trains do not reach the city 
until about noon and farmers driv- 
ing in do not arrive until about 
noon. A Monday forenoon holi- 
day would interfere much less 
with retail trade than either a 
Saturday or Wednesday afternoon, 
While it would not be as desirable 
from the employee’s point of view 
as the Saturday afternoon holiday ; 
being a continuation of the Sun- 
day rest it would be much more 
valuable than Wednesday after- 
noon which represents a maximum 
of disadvantage to trade with a 
minimum of advantage to em- 
ployees.

The price of gas to Edmonton 
citizens is to be 461-2¢ per 
thousand cubic feet. With all due 
deference to the utilities board 
this is not a fair price based cither 
on the evidence submitted or on 
a comprrison with the conditions 
under which Calgary pays a 48- 
cent rate; and much less on the 
original contract made with the 
gas company. A price of 46 1-2 pre- 
vents the use of gas for general in- 
dustrial purposes or for household 
heating in winter. It therefore re- 
moves it from useful competition 
with coal. The price fixed, limits 


and electing a city council for an- 
other term. If the company is sat- 
isfied with the decision of the 
utilities board and goes on with 
the project it will need a mayor 
and council in office that will give 
the company the best of it in any 
of the ory questions that must 
arise in which the interesta of the 
city and of the company conflict. 
The mayor and the majority of the 
councillors now standing for re 
election have rendered good ser- 
vice to the company during the 
past year. No doubt the company 
will do what it can to secure their 
re-election. A second mayoral can- 
didate was the mayor in office 
when the first and unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made to place the fix- 
ing of rates in the hands of the 
utilities. board. It would appear 
therefore that in mayoral candi- 
dates the company have two 
strings to their bow, and it does 
not matter much to them which 
wins so long as ono of them does.

cialized industrial purposes. Con- 
sidering the illimitable volume of 
the proven gas supply both east, 
north and north-west of Edmon- 
ton it does not seem that the in- 
terests of the city are being served 
by a gas rate that cuta it out of 
gencral industrial and fuel use. 

In 1915 the city made a bargain 
with the gas company for delivery 
of gas at 25 cents per thousand 
cubic feet for household use and 
15 cents for industrial use. In 
consideration of their supplying 
gas at these prices the company 
was given certain special privil- 
oges, expressed in terms of a fran- 
chise. The company did not sup- 
ply the gas but they held on to the 
special privileges, and now they 
areto get arate nearly double that 
which was the consideration they 
gave the city for the franchise. 

Calgary is compelled to pay 48 
cents for gas brought from a dis- 
tance of 180 miles. Edmonton is to 
pay 461-2 cents for gas to be 
brought from a distance of 85 
miles. But until now Calgary has 
been paying 35 cents for gas 
brought from the greater distance, 
and is only called upon to pay the 
higher rate because the original 
gas field has been exhausted and 
a new field has been exploited 
equally distant from the city. 

The 25 cent agreement with the 
gas company was made in 1915 
during the administration of 
Mayor Henry. 

Tn 1919 the company had not 
yet supplied gas and therefore 
had defaulted on their franchise 
agreement. Instead of enforcing 
the penalty for default against 
the company the city council 
wnder the administration of Mayor 
Clarke agreed with the gas com- 
pany the new rate. The then attor- 
ties should assume authority and 
grant the company & 35 cent rate 
without reference to the burgesses 
of the city as provided by the 
charter. The mayor and council 
committed themselves to that 
course and the utilities board pass- 
ed the order granting the com- 
pany the new role. The then attor- 
ney-general intervened taking the 
ground that the utilities board had 
not the authority to alter the con- 
tract made between the city and 
the company. His view was upheld 
by the courts and the deal was off 
for the time being. } 

At the last regular session of 
the legislature an amendment was 
passed that empowered the utili- 
ties board to alter the contract 
rates, subject to the assent of the 
city council. Under the adminis- 
tration of Mayor Duggan the 
council gave 1t8 assent, and the 
46 1-2 cent rate has been fixed. 

It was a leading provision of the 
city charter, and as well a prin- 
ciple of common justice, that a 
bargain made with the assent of 
the burgesses could only bi 
amended by their consent. But nei- 
ther charter provision nor prin- 
ciples of justice seem to cut any 
figure in the young lives of our 
legislators or city councillors 
when gas company interests are in 
question.

The women rade ready fod 
for the trip—moose pemmicr -ried 
fish and wild rice. There were 10 
laggards in the camp of Beaverfoot 
Gur'ng those three days. 

Bo it came ebout that, on ea bright, 
esunshiny morning in the early spring. 
just as the buds were bursting on the 
awakening trees, the war dance ended 
in @ savage yell. and twenty stalwert, 
muscular warriors embarked in thelr 
birch bark canoes and paddled sii- 
ently across the bay.

Paddling south to the old Rat 
Portage (Wachuskunekuming) where 
the great flour mills now stend, they 
landed, climbed the hill and portaged 
over the South Keewatin Bay, which 
fs a part of Lake of the Woods.

again, be‘ween beautifully-wooded ts 
lands, across wide buys, through ner- 
row channels, and finally, to a very 
narrow and crooked chennel. There, 
to their left standing some ten feet 
high, its front  ssembling a face witn 
nose and eyes, stood a large, rouad 
head-shaped boulder of gra:.' 2, the 
“mache manito wistikan” or Devil's

An object of worship for centuries, 
the blessing of the spirits must be 
e@ecured for this expedition. The ch‘ 
and headmen landed end laid of- 
ferings of tobacco and food before the 

» that the “mache manito" (evil 
spirit) might not be angry, but give 
them good luck 

@oon they were off again. through 
the narrows, paddiing hard, for the 
cu'rent ran northward against them 
A few miles of densely-wooded strait, 
then before them opened the Manito 
Traverse, a wide stretch, almost © 
lake. This crossed, they entered an- 
other narrows at Crow Rocks, where 
great cl'ffs towered. Crows ind re- 
vens lined the crags, and. above them 
w'ld geese ‘lew northward. On a 
crooked tree topping one of the high- 
est cliff_s, a great eag'e came to roost 
P. dling in close below, a brave 
ae snatched his long-bar.elled flint-lock, 
and took aim. Bang! Down came 
the king of b'rds his feathers to dec- 
orate the headgear ,fcheir war-drees, 
and set off their painted faces. 

Between two islands ahead some: 
thing wes swimming. Nearing they 
eaw it was a moose.
